BIOGRAPHIES 


Conductor/pianist Chad Emry Heltzel’s recent 
engagements include Guest Conductor in Residence 
with the Pembroke Symphony Orchestra, Assistant 
Conductor of U of T Opera, and invitations to conduct 
the Fairbanks Summer Arts Festival Orchestra and 
the Venice Symphony Orchestra. As a DMA candidate 
in orchestral conducting at U of T, he is frequent 
collaborator with the UTSO and Contemporary 
Ensembles. In 2017, he musically directed the North 
American premiere of Salvatore Sciarrino’s opera Luci 
Mie Traditrici (The Killing Flower) where he worked 
alongside the composer. Chad continues to remain 
active as a concert pianist and holds a DMA in piano 
performance from I’Universite de Montreal. 

Trevor Dearham, is a doctoral candidate in choral 
conducting at U of T. Professor Emerita Dr. Hilary 
Apfelstadt continues to serve as his DMA advisor and 
conducting mentor. Trevor’s conducting studies are also 
guided by Maestro Uri Mayer and Dr. Gillian MacKay. In 
2015, after a teaching career spanning 30 years, Trevor 
retired as the department head of music at Dr. Denison 
Secondary school in Newmarket where he was one of 
the school’s founding music teachers. Trevor is currently 
the artistic director of the Tapestry Chamber Choir in 
Newmarket. Conducting for this evening’s performance 
is in partial fulfillment of the requirements for the degree 
of Doctor of Musical Arts (Choral Conducting) at U of T 
for Trevor Dearham. 

Frangois Koh is the Music Director of the Georgian Bay 
Symphony in Owen Sound. Since his engagement as 
Music Director in 2015, the Georgian Bay Symphony 
won the Vida Peene Orchestra Award 2017 from the 
Ontario Art Council for its artistic excellence and strong 


community relationships. Furthermore, the orchestra 
received the Owen Sound Cultural Award for 
“Outstanding Group” from the City of Owen Sound in 
February 2018. Frangois is pursuing his DMA degree 
in Orchestral Conducting on full scholarship at U of T 
under the supervision of Maestro Uri Mayer. 

Samuel Tam continues his collaboration with the 
UTSO, previously conducting with U of T Opera. He is 
on faculty at the Royal Conservatory of Music, where he 
teaches the Academy conducting course and conducts 
both the Taylor Academy and Royal Conservatory 
Orchestras. With the Glenn Gould School, he was 
Assistant Conductor and Repetiteur for many Koerner 
Hall opera productions. Joining the Canadian Opera 
Company in 2007, he worked on many mainstage 
productions over several seasons. Other conducting 
credits include the NAC Orchestra Conductors’ 
Masterclass, the Windsor Symphony’s composition 
workshop, and the National Academy Orchestra. 

Lorenzo Guggenheim is recognized for leading opera, 
new music and the broad orchestral repertoire. He 
performed in the Teatro Colon at age 23, with the 
Orquesta Sinfonica de Chile in 2014, with Seattle 
Symphony’s Prokofiev and Shostakovich Festivals in 
2016-18, and was twice a Fellow with Music Director 
Ludovic Morlot. In 2018 Lorenzo moved to Toronto 
where he co-founded the U of T Campus Philharmonic 
Orchestra and conducted the North American premiere 
of Toshio Hosokawa’s The Maiden from the Sea in 
collaboration with the composer. Lorenzo holds a 
Master’s degree from the University of Washington and 
is currently a doctoral student under the mentorship of
